Canada and Japan 


Dr. fH. M. Tory, president of the University of Alberta and chairman of 
the National Research Council of Canada, represented Canada at the selentific | 
conference of all countries haying an outlet on the Pacific, which was held a 
few months ago in Japan, and in’a recent address before the Canadian Clud 
of Saskatoon hoe gave some of his impressions of Japan and its people, . Dr. 
Tory'’s highly entertaining and instructive address contained much food for 
thought on the part of Canadians. 

In extent of area, Dr. Tory pointed out, Japan is about three-fifths. the 
size of Alberta and Saskatchewan, and of that area only about twenty per ¢ent. 
is sasable of Cultivation, ‘Nevertheless, the islands of Japan are inhabited by 
almost sixty millions of people. Therefore, Japan, ike the British Isles, must 
provide for the sustenance of its people by the importation of enormous quanti- 
ties of foodstuffs, and,for thelr employment in other ways than agriculture. 
Japan has as a consequence become a highly industrialized nation. . 


Japan is frequently referred to ag the Great Britain of the Pacific, and the 
description is an apt one. Not only is there an analogy as noted in the pre- 
ceding paragraph, but Japan, like Britain, has devoloped a large and growing 
merchant marine and is offering effective competition in the markets of Pacific 


countries. In another respect Japan is adopting British methods. It is im- 
porting raw materials from other lands, converting them into articles of 
manufacture, and then reselling the finished product even in the very coun- 
tries from which the raw materials were imported. , 

For example, Japan is importing raw cotton from the United States, manu- | 
facturing it, and selling the manufactured articles in the United States in| 
competition with American and British manufacturers after paying heavy 
United Stales customs duties. 


In the first six months of last year Japan imported forty million more 
bushels of wheat than in the corresponding period of the previous year. Flour 
mills are being erected to grind this wheat into flour, not only to supply the 
home demand, but for export. 

Japan, said Di. Tory, is just- as keenly interested in promoting its export 
trade, and just as much concerned about an adverse balance of trade, as Can- 
adians are in respect to this Dominion. The Japanese realize that they must

Its people are intensely patr iotic, | 
of a high order of intellige ‘nce, and very proud. To the extent that Canadians | 
are obsessed, with the Western idea that the Japanese are an inferior people, | 
they will fail in making headway in Japan. Canadians will have to do business 
with them as with equals. It will not do to offer to Japan our third rate or | 
even second rate products, asd to regard that country as a dumping ground for 
what cannot be sold elsewhere, Japan will not be so treated. It niust be given 
the best we have to offer. ‘ 

If Canadians generally come to appreciate this, and act accordingly, there | 
is hardly any limit that can be placed on the future trade between the two | 
countries,—a trade in which Western Canada will reap a rich return.

Fur Traders Encounter Difficulties on 


Trail to Edmonton 
The trials.and tribulations of win- 
ter travel in the northern: wilds were 
recounted by a party of fur traders 
who fought their way through  bliz- 
zards, snowdrifts omid.. bitten.cold, to 
Edmonton. 

Joe Larcombe, a northern pioneer, 
was the leader of the group which 
included-four other trappers. 

Each had his own background of 

misadventure, which forced him .to 
“hit the trail” toward civilization at 
this time of the season and all pool- 
ed their resources and banded togeth- 
er for the trip. 
The party had five: horse-drawn 
sleighs and ae down from the Arc- 
tic regions’ by Way of the Athabasca 
river. In places the ice was piled from 
15 to 20 feet high and the little ‘cara- 
van ‘was-forced to travel . between! 
huge ice cliffs and other hazards, In 
other places the river was covered 
with a thin sheet of ice which broke 
as soon as the horses put foot on it. 
Several times the animals “went 
through but were rescued. To *negoti- 
ate the most dangerous stretches of 
the river, the trappers unharnassed 
the horses and pushed the sleighs to 
safer ice. Constantly two: members of 
the party preceded the sleigh fleet, 
breaking test holes to spot the safest 
way. f 
The men faced extreme hardships 
on.their long trek. The mercury at 
times skidded to 30. and 40 below 
zero. During one night’s halt, the 
caravan was caught in .a * howling 
blizzard and in the morning two 
sleighs were, buried under héavy snow 
drifts and had to be shovelled out. The 
men were pretty well worn out when 
they .reached Edmonton.

to penetrate to the actual surface of 
Venus, but the Yerkes staff of the 
University of Chicago, at Williams 
Bay, Wisconsin, is optimistic over 
chances of success with the infra-red 
filter which last summer yielded some 
excellent views of Mars. 

While these clouds have bafiled 
scientists, Prof. E. B. Frost, director 
of the observatory, attaches much im- 
portance to them dn connection with. 
any theory of the possibility of life-on 
the planet. >. 

Life is much more likely to exist on 
Venus than on Mars, in Professor 
_Frost’s opinion. ‘Venus is-near the 
sun,” he continued, “and if tt -were 
not for the heavy clouds, the heat 
would be unbearable.

MANY APPLY 
FOR CHANGES IN 
CUSTOMS TARIFF 


Ottawa.—Applications for changes 
in the’ customs tariff continue to ac- 
cumulate: in. the oflice of the tariff ad- 
visory board. 

The number of ‘ccwigalions now 
under way is forty, an increase of four 
in the last few weeks; The board will 
meet On January 18 to Continue sev- 
eral of these, and further sessions are 
expected to take place before the close 
of the month. There is increasing evi- 
dence that organizations of business 
men and others are taking keen inter- 
est in the work of the board and are 
preparing to use the facilities {t-offers 
ta get their point of view before those 
whose responsibility it is to. decide on 
questions of tariff policy. 

Word has been réceived that the 
Canadian’ Countil of Agriculture is 
submitting a memorandum on the ap- 
plication for an increase in duty on 
corn and cane syrups. The council, 
also, intervened in the application for 
fmcrease in dutes on fruits and veget- 
ables. 

Of the forty applications now before 
the board one-half are for tariff in- 
reases and the other for decreases. 
The applications cover a wide range of 
commodities. 

There are six cases relating to tex- 
tiles, which are of vital interest to 
manufacturers and importers of gar- 
ments and gabardines, cottons, wool- 
len goods,-and similar goods; four of 
the applications relate. to machinery 
of various kinds such as pumps and 
pump parts, water wheel governors, 
small hand sprayers, electric and pow- 
er: plants'and so forth; thrée-appliea- 
tions: refer to the iron and steel in- 
dustry; three to chemicals, two to 
wood products; two to food products; 
two to the pulp and. paper industry; 
and two to ropes and-twines; while 
there are other problems referred to 
the board respecting coal and coke, 
‘magazines, oil, player, plano music 
tin, 


livestock and leather products, 
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SUCCEED UNDER 
SETTLEMENT PLAN 


Ottawa.-More than 30,000. ex- 
soldiers have benefitted under the 
Soldier Settlement legislation of 1917 
and 1019. Over 24,000 have received di- 
rect financial assistance and 6,500 
have been given free grant of Domin- 
lon Jands without financial aid. 

In a survey covering nearly 9 years 
of operation, Major E. J. Ashton, com- 
missioner of the Soldier Settlement 
Board of Canada givés the proportions 
of successes and failures. among the 
soldiers who took up land. “During 
1925-26," stated the conimissioner, 
“soldier settlers paid well on to $4,- 
000,000 dollars into thé Dominion trea- 
sury, a sum which, in addition to cov- 
ering all administrative. costs, more 
than suffices to,provide the funds used 
during the year for general coloni- 
zation purposes including advances 
under the 3,000 British family scheme. 

“There were 17,287 settlers with 
payments due in 1925-1926. Of these 
8,439 met their payment in full, 6,920 
made part payments and 4,541 made 
pre-payments. As at November 30 last, 
918 had repaid their loans; of these 
518 were still farming and 400 had 
sold their farms. Among those who 
have repaid their loans are men 
whose success in the difficult post-war 
years has been amazing. Some who" 
started with little are today rated by 
their bankers as worth $5,000 to $20,- 
000, all made from the land. They are 
by na means. unusual among the cases 
which have passed from out of our 
jurisdiction and are well re-establish- 
ed and are today a ¢redit to the com- 
munities in which they live.”

With a total of 21,773, last year’s de- 
faults exceed by a little more than 2 
per cent those for 1925, whereas an 
indebtedness estimated at $409,232,278 
for the 12 months just esded is! nearly 
8 per cent below the amount for the 
immediately - preceding year. ‘The 
number of insolvencies is the largest 
reported for any year since 1922, but, 
the liabilitiees are the smallest for all 
years back to 1920.
